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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF 
THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF THE TOWN 
OF GOFFSTOWN. 


In entering upon the duties assigned to us by the pro- 
visions of the new law, we were well aware of the dis- 
advantages under which we were called to labor. A law 
which made so radical a change from that to which we had 
been so long accustomed, and which had been so generally 
approved, was very naturally viewed with various conflict- 
ing opinions in regard to its expediency. Some were most 
decided in their disapproval, and regarded the old system 
as having been good enough for them and those who pre- 
ceded them, and was as likely to prove as beneficial in the 
future as im the past. Many, and perhaps a majority of 
the citizens were more conservative in their views, and 
while regarding the old system with pride for its good work 
in the past, were willing to wait with patience to see the 
operation of the zew before taking a decided stand either 
way. And some were very pronounced in their approval, 
- and were ready to take advanced ground in its support. 
Recognizing these various views we have endeavored to 
do our duty as best we might and as we understood it, and 
leave the result of our work to your kind judgment, for 
your approval or otherwise as you may determine. 

After our election we took counsel together, and were 
unanimously agreed that so far as the new system would 
permit, we would continue our schools as nearly as we 
could as heretofore. The division of the town into dis- 
tricts is so generally good, that there seems to be no feasi- 
ble way to concentrate the schools without incurring 
greater disadvantages than good. The Mountain district 
with its few scholars, being isolated from any other dis- 
trict, must be in part provided for in some other way if 
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possible. If we can make a satisfactory arrangement 
with the Board of Education of New Boston, for the open 
season, the scholars would be very well accommodated, the 
distance being not very great. Then we could manage 
with a late fall term running into early winter, and giving 
them an equal chance with the rest, and saving a portion 
of the expense of running two terms of school. 

With the exception of the Mountain district, each part 
of the town has had the same number of weeks school. 

In some of the districts the length of the winter term 
was supplemented from the surplus money in the several 
districts, and which is not regarded in our statistical table. 

It being probable that a portion of the Mast Road dis- 
trict would be unable to attend a winter’s term there, as 
has generally proved to be the case in the past, it was 
thought best to omit a term there, as a large portion of 
the scholars could be better accommodated at Kennedy 
Hill, and they attended there. Those who did not attend 
there were urged to go to the Centre, and a part of them 
did so. 

The Centre school has been for a long time so large as to 
be almost unwieldly, and believing we could secure a more 
satisfactory return for the money invested, we concluded 
at the commencement of the fall term to divide and grade 
it, and are happy to believe that it was a judicious arrange- 
ment, and will prove to be of great benefit to all. It will be 
necessary in the near future to provide more suitable 
school rooms for the scholars. The present accommoda- 
tions are perhaps comfortable, but not quite what they 
should be. At the present time we do not feel quite au- 
thorized to suggest any particular plan for that purpose, 
but think it better to wait the time when the people shall 
have determined whether to retain the new or return to 
the old system. Such, in brief, is an outline of our work. 

We have in the discharge of our duties tried toremem- 
ber that we were for the time the agents of the whole dis- 
trict, and that for the successful application of the new law, 
we alone, whether justly or not, would be held responsible 
for the result. We have not intended any injustice to 
any one, but to the best of our ability served the best 
interests of all. 

Our schools, we are pleased to think, have been as a 
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whole very successful and merit praise. The teachers, 
as arule, have been faithful and diligent. We think that 
as a class they are far better equipped for teaching than 
formerly. Those who have had especial training, under 
experienced professors, leave their mark in the school 
room. We are among those who believe in special train- 
ing for special work. 

We also believe that the teachers should be supported 
by the parents as well as by the Board in their efforts to 
establish and maintain a good wholesome discipline in the 
school room. We know from experience that the teacher 
has many annoyances which are hard to bear even at the 
best; but cheered and sustained by the countenance of 
parents and guardians, the difficulties will disappear, and 
the school room present that quiet, orderly and diligent 
appearance, which is so desirable. The sentiment of that 
good old copy we used so often to have placed in our 
writing books is just as sound and important to-day as 
_ ever, “ Order 1s Heaven's first law, Obey tt.” 

We have adopted and will introduce at the commence- 
ment of the next school term, Lippincott’s series of 
Readers. We shall have the books ready at the first of 
the term, and will bring them with us at that time when 
we visit the school.

Those advanced scholars who may desire to take up a 
very interesting and valuable study, cannot do better than 
to take Meservey’s Political Economy, which we have 
adopted and recommend, and will furnish at forty cents. 
We have called the annual meeting of the School Dis- 
trict on Saturday, the 12th day of March, at one o'clock 
P. M., at the school house at Goffstown Centre, the most 
available place in our jurisdiction, and we hope to seea 
full attendance of the voters, which in this case happily 
includes the ladies. In addition to the several officers to 
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be elected, we have inserted two articles which appeal in 
a very small degree to your pockets. No provision hav- 
ing been made at your last meeting for the payment of 
your officers, we have inserted an article to that effect for 
your consideration. 
_ We have also inserted one in relation to the repairs of 
the school houses as they may need. Some of the houses 
require but very little in that way, while others should be 
repainted as a matter of economy in the end. We do 
not claim or anticipate that a large sum will be necessary, 
but we do not think it would be good policy to rob our 
schools by taking the five per cent allowed by law. With 
the closest economy we cannot have the length of school 
terms that is desirable, and more money for school pur- 
poses should be raised by the town at its annual meeting. 
We hope the people will meet this question with a spirit 
of generosity, and cordial desire to contribute freely for 
the good of the young, being assured that it will be the 
best investment we can make for their future. : 
For convenience sake we retain the old numbers of dis- 
tricts in our special reports, considering them as sub-divis- 
ions of the whole district. 


DISTRICT No. 1. VILLAGE. 


To the Board of Education of the Town of 
Goffstown .— 


Report of the Board of Education of the 
fndependent District in said Town. 


This district has had thirty weeks of schooling during 
the year —three terms of ten weeks each. 

The number of scholars attending the school has been 
153. The amount expended for school purposes, includ- 
ing ordinary repairs, $1193.47; average expense per scholar, 
$7.80. 
| "The school has been under the charge of Mr. Luther 
M. Kenneston. 

_ Miss Alice Taggart taught the middle school during 
the spring and fall terms, when she resigned to accept a 
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similar position in Southboro’, Mass., and Miss Lill. E. 
Philbrick succeeded her in this school. 

Miss Cynthia Worthley has taught the primary school 
during the year—completing five years of service in this 
room. 

Miss Blanche G. Christie, one of the advanced scholars 
in the school, has assisted Mr. Kenneston in the upper 
room during two terms—devoting about half her time to 
teaching. 

Miss Addie Grant has given instructions in singing 
once a week during the fall and winter terms. Each 
school has been supplied with suitable singing books, and 
the interest manifested and the progress made in the study 
of music, encourage the hope that this source of pleasure, 
refinement and culture, may always find a welcome place 
in our school rooms. 

Some changes have been made in the text books. Har- 
pers Writing Books, Worcester’s Speller, and Harper’s 
Geographies have been introduced, and the advantages 
arising from the change have been so apparent that no 
adverse criticism has been made. In each case a better 
book at a less price has been obtained. 

One of Mason’s Reading Charts has been procured for 
the primary department, and it has proved a valuable help. 

A regular course of study has been adopted, and a di- 
ploma prepared for those completing the course. A class 
of eight graduated at the last term, viz: Frank A. Stark, 
Eveline A. Cutler, Clara S. Cutler, Carrie E. Hoyt, Mary 
A. Warren, Nettie S. Baker, Blanche G. Christie and 
Mabel W. Austin. 

The school, especially in the lower rooms, is constantly 
increasing in numbers. These schools now number fifty 
each; every seat is occupied, and settees called into use; 
no room is available for further seats, and the only relief 
is through promotion. This introduces into the upper 
room a class of scholars whose age and study have not 
fitted them for the place. They ought to have another 
year of preparation. Their presence in the upper room 
crowds that room with classes, and requires the services 
of an assistant, and the use of a small and inconvenient 
room for class purposes. It is evident that this relief is 
insufficient and cannot be much longer available. More 
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scholars will enter the primary and middle rooms at the 
beginning of next term than can be promoted, and one of 
the puzzles to be solved is, ‘‘What shall be done with 
them?” 

Another room and another permanent teacher is one of 
the imperative necessities of the immediate future. 

Only a small sum of money has been expended for ordin- 
ary repairs. The basement windows have been guarded 
by wire screens, the bulk-head rebuilt, the roof and out- 
buildings repaired, the clothes room refurnished with hat 
and coat hooks, and the ante-room fitted up for a recitation 
room. 

By vote of the district, at a special meeting, held in 
December, an appropriation was made to repair the heating 
apparatus, and the old worn out furnaces have since then 
been removed, and steam substituted at an expense of 
about seven hundred dollars. 

The rooms can now be made comfortable during the 
coldest days; the danger from fire is diminished, and the 
expense for fuel materially lessened. 

On Arbor Day the teachers and scholars procured and 
set out in the school yard about forty trees. These, with 
such additions as may from time to time be made, will in 
a few years add much to the comfort and beauty of the 
school grounds. 

We take pleasure in commending the school, and the 
progress it has made during the year. Its discipline is 
good; the scholars are interested in their studies, and im- 
proved in their deportment. The teachers have labored 
faithfully and successfully, and they have raised the school 
to a high standard of excellence, and have given it a good 
reputation. 

We trust the district will show its appreciation of their 
services, by giving to them its confidence, and to the 
school its liberal support.
